RUMORS OF NEW REVOLT 


Situation Complicated by Malign

PETROGRAD, March 27.—The work 
of agitators, whose efforts are designed 
to hinder successful accomplisnment of 
the revolution, is becoming apparent 
with the subsidence of activity on tne 
part of the military, which forced sup- 
porters of the old regime to keep tn hid- 
ing during the early days of the up- 
heayal. 

The indications of such work in Petro- 
grad, which are indefinite in form, are 
confused with the possible designs of a 
horde of criminal prisoners who were 
released from the jails with political of- 
fenders. One definite instance has been 
recorded, however. Yesterday a motor 
car speeding along the streets scattered 
proclamations calling on the people to 
undertake wholesale massacre of the in- 
telligent classes. 

Old Secret Pollee at Work. 

Strange chalk-markings on the rear 
doors of apartments throughout the city 
ate causing much uneasiness. In the 
absence of other explanations they are 
being linked with the general mass of 
rumors of efforts being made for a 
counter revolution From Kahrkov, Kiev 
and points along the Volga come rc- 
ports of efforts of the old secret police 
to stir up opposition to the new Govern- 
ment.

Most of the men 
affected are at their home mobilization 
camp preparing to return to civilian 
jife after long stays on the Mexican bor *! 
der. They now will be held at their) 
camps or armories for assignment as 
conditions require. 

Another announcement was that the 
Federal Reserve Board had ordere! 
army vouchers accepted by Federal re- 
serve banks os negotiable paper. The 
action was taken to meet the emergen- 
cy presented by the failure of the laat 
Congress to pass the army appropriation 
bill and the deficiency Dbille to cover 
border mobilisation expenses. Some 
time ago the Quertermaster-Genera! re 
ported deficiencies totaling more than 
$30,000,000.

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PRISONERS ON MIUEWE 
~ TRIED 10 GET FREE 


Attempt to Liberate Themselves 
Made When Raider Was in 
Fight With British Ship. 


BERLIN, March 28, via wireless to 


Sayville (delayed). — Count Von 
Dohna-Schlodien, commander of the 
German commerce railer Moewe, 


which returned to German port re- 
cently after a raiding excursion in 
the Atlantic, arrived in Berlin today 
on the way to German army head- 
quarters, where he will be received 
by Emperor William. 

The Count, in an interview with the 
Overseas .News Agency (the German 
official press bureau), said he would 
like to start immediately on a third 
raiding trip. 

He said the Moewe regularly re- 
ceived British and French wireless 
reports which warned vessels at sea 
against the Moewe. In spite of the 
nearly 600 prisoners taken by the 
raider order among them was easily 
maintained, he said. The Captain of 
the British steamer Brecknockshire, 
efficiently aided in this work. Only 
once did the prisoners endeavor to 
liberate themselves. Ths was when 
the Moewe was engaged in combat 
with the British steamer Otaki. 

The Count said there was a strik- 
ing contrast observed between ocean 
traffic on the way to the raiding 
grounds and in returning to Germany. 
As a consequence of sudDmarine war- 
fare, he said, almost no ieutral ships 
were visible. 


Japan Wants Copy of Pence Proposal.

Lord Béresford Says U-Boats 
Will Increase Destruction 
With Better Weather.

LOSSES FOR 


They Are Put at 500,000 Tons 
—More German Submarines 
Launched Than Captured. 


LONDON, March 28.—Losses of mer- 
cnant vesselse amounting to more than 
420,000 tons thus far in March have 
resulted from war measures of the cen- 
tral Powers, Lord Charles Beresford 
said in the House of Lords yesterday. 

Lord Beresford said that with longer 
days and calmer weather the losses 
would increase and that the public 
ought to have the facts brought home to 
it. The number of vessels destroyed 
thus far this month was given by him 
at 256. 

Lord Beresford expressed the opinion 
that the captures of submarines by the 
British were not at. all equivalent to 
the new submarines the Germans were 
launching. He said he believed the Ger- 
mans had more men and more food than 
had been imagined in England. 

The losses of British, allied and neu- 
tral vessels for February, he _ said, 
amounted to 281 vessels, with an aggre- 
gate tonnage of more than 500,000. | 
Baron Hylton, replying for the Gov- 
ernment to a question concerning sup- 
plies reaching Teutonic allied countries, 
admitted that large amounts of prod- 
ucts had reached them from Holland 
and Denrhark. Since the middle of 1916, 
however, there had been great reduc- 
tions in such exports, he said. 

Baron Hylton said it must be remem- 
bered that both Holland and Denmark 
were sovereign states which, as neu- 
trals, had their rights as well as the 
belligerents, and that it was for the 
rights of neutrals that wureat Britain 
went to war. He asserted that the War 
Cabinet, after a careful consideration 


was proceeding along correct lines and 
that the policy was being efficiently 
carried out. mr 

Baron Emmott paid a tribute to Lord 
Robert Cecil, the blockage Minister, for 
his vigorous and vigilant policy in this 
matter, while still retaining friendly 
relations with neutrals. 

Defends Danish Government. 

It was untrue and mischievous, Baron 
Emmott added, to say that the Danish 
Government was pro-German. 

“If we won this war by a policy of 
‘necessity knows no law,’’’ he con- 
cluded, “‘we should become Prussian- 
ized in the process and the German 
spirit woutd be victori: -~ although 
Germany suffered defeat.’ 

The Marquis of Lansdowne said that 
had the Government by a different pol- 
icy failed to keep neutrality in good 
humor, he believed the country would 
have bad some of the neutrals at war 
with Great Britain. 

Carlyon W. Bellairs told the House 
the difficulties with respect to the block- 
ade had been largely removed when 
the United States, ‘‘the most powerful 
and most critical neutral,’’ came in on 
the side of the entente allies. 

Lord Robert Cecil, in reviewing all 
the steps adopted in connection with 
the blockade, emphasized the value of 
rationing by an agreement with some- 
body in a neutral country as more 
smooth and effective than compulsory 
rationing. He said the system of letters 
of assurance which ‘had been arranged 
with the United States had been enor- 
mously important in smoothing over 
difficulties with that country, enabling 
the Government to know exactly what 
was going on concerning exports from 
the United States to neutrals and per- 
mitting the United States without un- 
fairness or ¢njustice to regulate supplies 
to these neutrals. In his judgment the 
measures adopted had succeeded com- 
pletely in stopping overseas importa- 
tions into enemy countries.

Berlin Reports Capture of French 
Trenches South of Ripont. 

BERLIN, March 28, by wireless to 
Sayville.—A French attack on the west 
bank of Oise near La Fere failed yes- 
terday with heavy losses, the war office 
announces. French trenches in the 
Champagne, south of Ripont, were cap- 
tured by the Germans. 

The statement follows: 

“Western front: With the majority 
of the armies the day passed quietly. 
In the district of both sides of the 
Somme and the Oise there were only 
minor engagements. The successful 
manner in which our trooos there are 
accomplishing their task is illustrat- 
ed by the fact that in the field of 
the engagement of March 26, between 
Lagnicourt and Morchies about 1006 
British dead were counted. 

“Yesterday the French suffered 
sanguinary losses on the west bank 
of the Oise near La Fere, during the 
failure of an attack. 

“In the Champagne some French 
trenches south of Saint Souplet and 
near Tahure, 309 French were taken 
prisoner and geveral machine guns 
and nine throwers captured. 

“Eastern front: Army group of 
Prince Leopold: Between the sea and 
Carpathians the spring thaw has be- 
gun, which makes the more important 
military activities impossible. 

“South of the Uzul Valley a strong- 
ly entrenched ridge was taken by 
storm and in hand-to-hand fighting 
by our troop# who maintained it 
against repeated counter ettacks. One 
hundred prisoners and some machine 
guns and mine throwers remained in 
our hands.”

ATLANTA, Ga., March 28.—The 750 
officers and men of the German navy 
who sought refuge in American waters 
on the cruisers Kron Prinz Wilhelm and 
Prinz Eitel Friedrich were brought to 
Georgia on special trains yesterday and 
placed for safe keaping in stockades at 
Fort McPherson and Fort Oglethorpe 
under guard of the Seventeenth In- 
fantry. 

The men from the Wilhelm, numbering 
more than 400, were assigned to Fort 
McPherson and those from the Litel 
Friedrich and fhe crew from the liner 
Appam to Fort Oglethorpe. . 

When the train bearing the Wilhelm’s 
crew arrived at Fort McPherson, Capt. 
Thierfeldt and eight German officers 
were met by officers of the Seventeenth 
Infantry and taxen to Col. Noyes, who 
said: “I have sent for you that I might 
know you and you might know me.’ 
Capt. Thierfeldt interrupted: ‘““My me 
are military mer, just the same as you, 
and we will give no pledges.”’ 

While the men were being counted re- 
treat was sounded and the regiment 
band began to play the “Star-Spangled 
Banner” as thd flag was lowered.

Message to Petrograd Says 
Former Subjects ‘Hail New 
Russia With Joy.” : 


More than a thousand men, women, 
and children, most of them. former. Rus- 
sian subjects, last night gathered in 
the Franklin school, Nineteenth street 
and Franklin avenue, and celebrated 
the downfall of the Romanoffs. After 
two hours of singing, cheering and 
speaking, this telegram was frarped and 
will be sent to the new Russian” Gov- 
ernment: 

“We American citizens of Russian 
descent in mass meeting assembied at 
Franklin School, hail with joy the new 
free Russia.”’ (Signed) Jewish Branch 
of the Socialist Party and Young Peo- 
ple’s Socialist League. 

The crowd began to arrive at dusk. 
In twos and threes, singly, and in fam- 
ily groups they gathered. Bearded 
grandfathers followed children, young 
socialists argued about the rights of 
man, girls with shawls drawn over their 
hair laughed and chatted as they 
walked with young men. 

Half an hour after the first person en- 
tered the auditorium was crowded and 
there was a bugzing of polyglot tongues. 
Children cried, and in one doorway a 
group of young men sang the ‘‘Mar- 
sellaise.”’ 

A factory woman in the middle of 
the auditorium declared in a loud 
voice, 

“God is waching us—God’s hand is 
guiding his children; Praise God!” 

Then the speaking began. Nearly 
every speaker proclaimed that the 
dethroning of Nicholas presaged the 
brotherhood of man. 

Kate Richards O’Hare was the only 
one to speak in English. ‘‘Tonizght we 
celebrate the downfall of the Roman- 
offs, the removal of the yoke from the 
necks of our brethren in Russia; and 1 
predict that before the end of the year 
we will gather again in St. Louis and 
celebrate the United States of the 
World,” she said. 

G. Hoehn,: who spoke in German, pre- 
dicted that before another year the 
citizens of Germany would follow the 
example of their brothers in Russia and 
demand freedom. 

F. P. Wilga, an agent of the Russian 
Government, explained that the Rus- 
sian people had not fullv realized their 
enormous power in the past. 

When the last speaker concluded they 
filed out and a small American flag, fly- 
ing from a tenement window, was salut- 
ed by many men as they passed. 


INTERNED GERMAN SAILORS 
ENJOY GENUINE COMFORT 


Have Commodious Quarters, Guarded 
by Troops and by Charged Elec- 
tric Wires. 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 21.—Genuine 
comfort and security is the portion of 
the hundreds of interned German sallors 
brought to Fort McPherson from the 
Philadelphia Navy Yard, but they would

» Anterstate Commerce Commis- 
OF sion Gonsiders Their Plea and 


Multitude of Protests. 


WASHINGTON, March 2%.—Prelimi- 
‘Qmry proposals of virtually all railroads 
of the country for flat freight rate in- 
creases ranging between 16 and 21 per 


cent, were weighed today by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission together 
with a multitude of protests against 
higher rates telegraphed by shippers, 
commercial organizations and allied in- 
terests. 

The first question to be decided by the 
commission is whether if shall modify 
its rules under which proposed tariff in- 
creases might be suspended for many 
months pending investigation. Southern 
and Southwestern lines yesterday joined 
the Bastern and Western railroads in 
asking such modification and probably 
within the next 10 days roads in all sec- 
tions will file formal applications for 
flat rate increases. 

Bastern lines announcei they would 
ask for 16 per cent increxnses. \Western 
roads indicated their request would be 
for 15 per cent also, Five Southwestern 
lines submitted figures showing their 
higher operating expenses deman-ied 


rate increases ranging between 18 aad 2! 
per cent. Southern roads will deci!+ on 
their figures Friday. 

Another move pianned by the railroa-is 
is to seek higher intrastate freight 
rates later from every State utilities or 
railroad commission in the country. 

Passenger rates would not be changed 
under the present action. 

B. F. Bush, receiver of the Missouri 
Pacific, told the commission that unless 
there were a general advance in fraight 
rates, authorized by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, and the State cum- 
missions, there was only one alternative 
—Government ownership. Bush said 
there was a growing sentiment in the 
Southwest in favor of granting the rail- 
roads sufficient rates to enable them to 
make a reasonable return on the capital 
invested, keep up their equipment and 
make additions essential to meet the 
needs of increased business. 

Some of the railroads, notably the 
Southern and the Norfolk & Western, 
have found the increased coal cost so 
onerous that they have taken prelimi- 
nary steps toward acquiring and oper- 
ating their own mines. The Norfolk & 
Western recently bought two coal mines, 
is negotiating for a third and probably 
will lease others in the future so it 
could: mine all its own coal. The South- 
ern Railway is preparing to mine its own 
coal.

ADMIRAL FISKE 


OMIA SKE GNES 
GERMANY EVEN CANE 


Urges Haste in Enlarging Ameri- 
can Navy on Belief in Ten- 
ton War Strength. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, March 28.—Rear Admiral 
Bradley A. Fiske, U. 8. N., retired, told 
the Navy League of the United States 
at the Waldorf-Astoria, last night, that, 
in his opinion, the chances were at least 
even that Germany would be better off 
after the war than before—perhaps in a 
position where she would be able to 
send her fleet to this side of the At- 
lantic. The speech had been submitted 
to Secretary of the Navy Daniels, and 
before it was delivered Admiral Fiske 
had received word that the Secretary 
had approved it. 


“If Germany is betten our whole dan- 
ger will pass away for the present,’’ the 
Admiral said, ‘“‘but as the chances seem 
even that she will not be beaten, we 
must visualize the fact that her fleet 
is twice as powerful as ~urs. The su- 
periority in ships was not quite as great 
as two to one when the war started, 
but it was greater than two to one in 
the number of trained officers and men 
and organization and strategical skill. 
In the summer of 1915 the German fleet 
carried out maneuvers of a kind that we 
shall not be able to carry out until our 
battle cruisers shall have been drilled in 
our fleet—that is, not before 1920. 

“It seems only common sense that we 
should build up a fleet as rapidly as we 


‘= 


can, especially those parts in which it is 
weak; and more especially those weak 


first, lack of battle cruisers; second, 
lack of a trained genera! staff such as 
Germany has; third, an insufficient 
number of trained officers and men, 
and, fourth, aeronautics. 


“We are doing the best we can to get 
battle cruisers, and Congress has estab- 
‘lished an office of naval operations 
which is now being developed. 

“‘Ag to the lack of trained officers and 
men, we have undertaken to overcome 
that. Something has to be done to per- 
suade men to enlist. 


“It is no small thing to ask men to 
join an unprepared navy on the brink 
of war, and the most valuable men are 
the hardest to get. I do not believe we 
shall get men: quickly enough in the 
present conditions of affairs without 
making provision for the men who en- 
list, as our friends in Canada have done. 
Remember two things, the pecuniary 
sacrifice they have to maké, and the 
pecuniary sacrifices you will have to 
make if the lower part of New York 
is shelled for one hour by one battle 
cruiser, if New York is: bombarded’ for 
one day by 50 airplanes, if our coast is 
blockaded by a German fleet, if Ger- 
many.lands 100,000 men in Massachusetts 
Bay. Gentlemen, we need 100,000 more 
enlisted men in the navy, not untrained 
men, but trained men. We need them 
at this moment.’’ 

After the Admiral’s speech, R. M, 
Thompson, president of the league, said: 

“I say we are at war with Germany. 
If we are at war with Germany, our 
task is to beat Germany, to put an end 
to her frightfulness, to put her in a con- 
dition where she can no longer endanger 
the good of mankind. They don’t want 
our fleet right now, but they do want 
merchant ships, munitions and credit, 


and we can furnish those things.’’

SPINELESS AMERICANS. 

William M. Brandt, Socialist candidate for May- 
or, at the Civie League luncheon, denounced war 
with Germany as a war brought on by food spec- 
ulators and munition makers, vilified patriotism 
and declared that “any fool could die for his 
country,” but the Secialists want to live for the 
5° | country and make it a better country to live in. 
He denounced preparedness to resist enemies. 

According to Mr. Brandt's theory, munition 
makers and food speculators, acting through Ger- 
many, violated international law and the rules 
of humanity, sunk American ships and destroyed 
American citizens and are now making ruthless 
war against America. 

According to Mr. Brandt, Americans should sub- 
mit to all this and more; they should let Ger- 
many or any other enemy work its will on our 
ships and citizens, our soil, our Government, 


our honor and sovereignty, our free political in- 
stitutions, our industries, homes, families, while 
we complacently devise plans to make the country 
a better place to live in. 

Mr. Brandt stopped thinking before the war, 
probably in his callow youth. A nation which re- 
fuses to defend its rights, its honor, its sovereignty, 
its institutions, its soil and its citizens is incapable 
of being a country fit to live in. It has neither the 
capacity, the courage, the energy to do anything 
worth doing as a nation. It is incapable of re- 
forming its own abuses or of resisting and rem- 
edying internal evils and corruptions. If it has 
not the manhood and courage to resist wrong and 
oppression from: without, it is incapable of re- 
sisting wrong and oppression from within. It is 
degenerate and on the road to decay and ruin. 

Mr. Brandt would be unable to preach his So- 
cialistic theories and would be hopeless of ever 
putting them into effect without internal war, if 
he were not living under free institutions, with 
free speech and the ballot, with the power vested 
in the people to control the Government and make 
it the kind of Government they want. 

If a man will not defend the institutions under 
which he lives, why plan better institutions? If 
he thinks it foolish to die in defense of his coun- 
try, he is imbecile to strive for a better one to 
hand over to an enemy. 

Under Mr. Brandt’s idea of a man’s duty to his 
country, the kind of country we may get is like 
Belgium, Rumania, Servia, Poland and the North 
of France—what charming places to live in under 
the heels of conquering and devastating despots? 

Mankind is not a machine, nor is society an 
economic theory. Man is a spiritual being and 
his society is a living organism. When the or- 
ganism is resistless and without energy, it is dead 
and useless. The war, horrible as it is, by stirring 
men’s spiritual ideal and energy and by expos- 
ing the shams of outworn institutions and oppres- 
sions, has done more for human liberty and prog- 
ress than a thousand years of such spineless 
preaching as that of Brandt. 

A man is a fool not to die for his country when 
dying may preserve in it those things which 
alone make life worth living—liberty, justice and 
honor. The folly of Mr. Brandt’s attitude towards 
the defense of his country and preparation for its 
defense is so great that we are inclined to overlook 
its deeper offense. His views brand him as a man 
who is not only unfit for any public position of 
trust and responsibility among free men, but as 
unworthy of the name of American. 
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UNANSWERED QUESTIONS. 

Neither Mayor Kiel nor his party organization 
has answered the pertinent questions on the great 
American issue of today which was omitted in the 
local Republican platform. 

Again we submit the questions, which every 
organization and citizen in the United States must 
answer by word and deed: 

Are you supporting the President in his stand 
for the defense of American rights and protec- 
tion of American lives against lawless German 
attacks? 

Are you in favor of vigorous action by the 
Government to defend American rights and pro- 
tect American citizens from German assault? 
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NICHOLAS IN TEARS. 

That is a pathetic picture the Associated Press 
correspondent draws of the former Emperor of 
Russia in his confinement at Tsarskoe-Selo. De- 
scribing the daily life of his charge, the commar.- 
er of the guard said: 

The former Empéror is not under detention, 
but in all respects is a prisoner and he is 
treated accordingly. He is in good health and 
fairly good spirits. When he is with his own * 
erntouragé he has fits of crying. 

Poor Nicholas Romanoff! How different the 
figure he makes from that of the gloomy old cap- 
tive eagle of St. Helena a century ago! One can. 
not fancy the exiled and ruined Napoleon weeping 
in the presence of his family. Still one scarce ex- 
pects Napoleonic fortitude in the fallen Czar who 
never exhibited Napoleonic strength or anything 
like it when strength was the greatest need of 
his whole life. 

This ts not, however, by any means the first 
time that Russian soil has been moistened with 
tears. Nicholas Romanoff will never live long 
énough or weep copiously enough to compensate 
for a millionth part of the tears that Russian 
despots have forced to the eyes of their oppressed 


people.

UNFORTUNATE MR. CONNETT. 

This W. C. Connett who is running for Mayor 
of St. Louis seems to possess at least some of the 
qualifications for success in a city executive. 

He is said to have probity and intelligence. He 
is a young man. His election would give us @ de- 
cided—perhaps a refreshing—variation in tie 
types of Mayor of the past. He is described as 
having the initiative, the courage, the sympathies 
we ordinarily expect to find in young men. 

However, a fatal blunder handicaps his candi- 
dacy. As to its being a blunder and a fatal one, 
wé can have no doubt. We are so assured from 
many sources. 

The party to which he owed his nomination ua- 
luckily adopted a platform affirming St. Louis’ 
loyalty in the-war and pledging its support to the 
President. In addition, the entire omission of 
any plank or even reference of this sort in the 
platform of the party to which his opponent owed 
his nomination was called to public attention in 
such a direct way by many St. Louisans as to 
become a subject of special campaign discussion. 

That these two things—the offense of including 
a patriotic plank in the Democratic city platform 
and the still graver offense of pointing out the 
lack of a similar expression in the Republican 
city platform—will cost the ill-starred Mr. Con- 
nett many votes in the election, is the conclusion 
of political experts. ex-Senator John Sartorious 
estimates that it will cost him as many as 10,000 
votes. 

The statements of such painstaking observers 
of local conditions must carry weight. As the 
head of the ticket Mr. Connett could unquestion- 
ably have prevented the incorporation of the ob- 
jectionable plank, had he insisted. To say that 
/he could not is as preposterous as to say that Mr. 
Kiel could not have caused the adoption of a like 
plank in the opposing platform, had he insisted. 

If Mr. Connett is guilty of such an error of 
judgment in conducting his campaign, of what 
errors of judgment might he not be guilty if 
elected ? 

The man responsible for the adoption of a loyal 
platform might place all available city resources 
at the disposal of the Government for national 
defense. 

A man capable of pointing out the omission of 
a loyalty pledge in the platform of his opponents 
might be capable of organizing effective measures 
against disaffected or actually disloyal elements 
among the St. Louis population. 
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VOYENNES’ HEROIC PASTOR. 

In the affecting description given by the heroic 
Cure Caron of Voyennes of two years and a half 
of German mastery in his French parish this 
statement is found: 

I lived to see the German spirit break, from 
the unspeakable arrogance of their first on- 
slaught and threat toward the parish until a 
few days ago an officer met me on the street 
and gaid, “Father, we are lost. I have done 
much in this war that rests heavily on my 
conscience, but I have done it under orders. 

1 dare not disobey.” 

We cannot assume that the rank and file of 
Germans are so much different from the rest of 
us as not to be horrified by the countless acts 
of frightfulness perpetrated as a result of the 
fixed policy of those in authority. Doubtless the 
most savage of all condemnation will be spoken 
by German lips when those lips are free to speak. 
'Father Caron believes there will be a reckoning 
with the military autocracy after the war. It 
may come before the end of the war. 

That the arrogance of those higher up has been 
little abated is shown by the fearful vengeance 
taken on the French hdmilets as the Germans re- 
tired and by the infamous sea warfare on Ger- 
many’s best friend, the United States. Leaders 
capable of such arrogance must be smashed, if 
tolerable livin conditions are to be maintained 
on this planet. 


RUSSIAN REPUBLIC OR MONARCHY? 

Russia’s constitutional convention, if chosen 
as planned within the next three months, will 
meet under influences inclining it to favor the re- 
publican form of government. 

All information from the country indicates a 
strong preference in that direction. A dacssion 
in favor of even a liberalized and carefully lim- 
ited monarchy might lead to serious disorders on 
the part of the Russian radicals. 

But whether it will continue a republic does 
not depend on the convention. It depénds on the 
further part Russia plays in the war. If it can 
make a satisfactory showing against the eneniy, 
the republic will gain a prestige and popular con- 
fidence giving it great strength at home and 
abroad. Despite the fact that the principal tzsue 
of the war must be decided on the western froct, 
a Russian sucééess enabling her to old her pres- 
ent lines and perhaps advance them here and 
there, thereby keeping enormous German ar nies 
employed, w6uld create a presumption of 1;e*- 
manency for the republic. 

All the power of the Czardom, however, cowd 
not withstand the defeat of the Japanese war and 
‘the retreats and losses of the present war. And 
the republic could hardly survive a succession of 
additional military disasters, particularly as po- 
tent influences in Europe will give advice favor- 
ing a monarchy. For republicanism fitmly estab- 
lished at Petrograd would bring nearer the end, 
already in sight, of the caste system, the heredi- 
tary rulers and hereditary legislators of England 
and other European countries. It would mean 
the early institution of a republic in Norway, 98 
per cent of whose people were opposed to a King 
but which was persuaded to accept one by neigh-

SEIZED ABOUT 40 DUTCH SHIPS 


She In Said to Have Confiscated All 
Vessels Under Holland’s Fing 
im Her Ports. 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—Dutch 
steamships in British ports were report- 
ed here today to have been confiscated 
by the British Government. The infor- 
| mation reached here from a grain house, 
which sold the Dutch Government the 
grain aboard many of the vessels. It 
could not be confirmed at the Nether- 
ogres legation. : 

About #4 Dutch ships now are in ports 
belonging to Great Britain, and a fleet 
vf 15 grain-carrying vessels is under- 
stood to be on its way from a Holland 
port to the United States. 

Many of the Dutch ships now in Brit- 
ish ports have been detained for from 
six to eight weeks. 

The British Government for some time 
has been insisting that a certain per- 
centage of Dutch merchant tonnage car- 
ry cargoes to British destinations, and 
the Dutch Government has refused. 


ANTI-WAR DEMONSTRATIONS 
FORBIDDEN IN BELLEVILLE 


Mayor Duvall Says They Are Unpa- 
triotie — Arrangements for 
Pacifist Gathering Canceled. 
Demonstrations opposing war cannot 
be held in Belleville, under a ruling 


made yesterday by Mayor Duvall. The 
Mayor said such demonstrations were 
unpatriotic. 


Fred J. Nebgen had arranged for a 
pacifist gathering tomorrow night be- 
fore the courthouse, to be preceded with 
a parade. There was public criticism 
of this plan and Nebgen canceled the 
arrangement about the time that the 
Mayor issued an order to the police 
against it. 

While the Mayor is not fostering ary 
patriotic demonstrations, he said he be- 
lieved every resident of Belleville was 
standing squarely behind President Wil- 
son and Congress in the crisis with Ger- 
many. The Mayor estimates that 9% 
per cent of the 25,000 population in Belle- 
ville is of Teutonic origin. 


FRENCH CHAMBER PASSES BILL 
CALLING RECRUITS OF 1918 


War Minister Says Allies Are Enter~- 
ing Decisive but Not Brief 
_ BPhase of Conflict. 

PARIS, March 28.—The Government’s 
bill calling out the 1918 class recruits 
was passed after a lengthy debate in the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday and a 
frank explanation by the new Minister 
of War, Paul Painleve, on the condi- 
tions confronting the allies. 

Deputy de Guise opposed the bill on 
the ground that the Government had not 
given proof that France's allies have 
made efforts equaling those of France 
M. Painleve, defending the measure, 
reminded the chamber that while France 
was entering a decisive phase of the 
war, ‘“‘decisive’’ did,not mean ‘“‘brief.’’ 
“Successful as is the beginning of the 
spring campaign, great as is the joy at 
seeing part of our territory liberated, 
it would be puerile to consider the Ger- 
man retreat as renunciation,”’ said the 
Minister.
